The common pſalm tunes uſed in our pariſh churches may not, 


by many, be thought capable of producing theſe grand effects; for, 


as all the congregation join, or ought to join in them, ſimple and eaſy 
melodies can only be uſed in ſuch places: but their conſtruction, 
though ſimple, is elegant and. dignified ; and when properly per- 


formed by a large congregation, and judiciouſly accompanied on the 


organ, their effect is perhaps as great in exciting ſublime emotions, 
as we experience from antbems, eboruſſes, and more elaborate muſic. 
The truth of this may be evinced by the grand effect of five or ſix 
thouſand children ſinging in wnifon,.at the annual meeting in St. Paul's.

Since muſic has received ſuch improvements and refinement from 
the time of Luther, and the firft reformers of the church, it ſeems 
neceſſary, in parochial pſalmody, in order to attract the attention and 


invite the congregation to join 1n it, that more pleafing and expreſ- 


five melodies ſhould be added to thoſe which were compoſed in 
the infancy of the art. The new melodies, or tunes that are intro- 
duced into this book, it is hoped, will be found neither ſo dry, nor 
unintereſting as ſome of thoſe in mere counter- point of the antients, nor 


ſo ballad-like and indecorous as many which are now fung in the taber- 


nacles of modern Methodiſts. Devotion being the proper object of 
church muſic, levity of air in the compoſition, or theatrical graces 


and embelliſhments in ſinging, rather tend to diffipate than heighten 
its effects; for which reaſon, in the ſolemn and venerable old tunes, 


inſerted in this book, the barmony has been inviolably preſerved, nor 


has any greater liberty been taken with the melody, than to correct 
the iſochronous diviſion of the bars by lengthening or ſhortening a 
note according to the length of the ſyllable;; with ſometimes an 


additional reſt added, where the ſenſe of the words, or the rhythm of 


the muſic ſeemed to require it. Theſe melodies, with ſuch ſlight 
alterations, when performed in a quicker meaſure, will be found to 
produce a new and moſt deſirable effect. 


To ſome muſicians even the ſlight alterations here mentioned, 
may 
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may appear too preſumptuous : but ſurely they will allow the pro- 
Priety of Hllabic accent in all vocal muſic ; and that the rbytbm, or 
meaſure of the muſic admits, nay, ſometimes requires a ſhort reſt 
even in the middle of a line where there 1s no comma to the words, 
1s certain.

To effect this reformation in the pariſh church of Doncaſter, the following;

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the Sunday Schools will attend, with their children, to be inſtructed in pity 
ſinging the pſalms to be uſed in this church; and it is hoped, that thoſe 
hariſaioners, who are deſirous of well performing this part of divine worſhip, 
will:-encourage the meetings, by their appearance and aſſiſtance.

In villages, where there are no organs, the ſinging maſters may do a great 
deal; but they have much to forget, and much to learn. Fondly attached to 
compoſitions in many parts, and thoſe chiefly compoſed by unſkilful men, 
abounding in ill conſtrued fugues and falſe harmony, they are apt to treat 
with «contempt the ſimple, but elegant melodies uſed in pariſh churches; but 
would they ſtudy the various beauties of expreſſion, the true portamento, or 
conduct of the voice, free from all naſal ſounds or ſcreaming exertions—a 
Proper pronunciation, and the energetic expreſſion of emphatical words, 
they would ſoon find that theſe deſpiſed melodies, when properly performed. 

with true pronunciation, juſt intonation, and feeling expreſſion, are as capable 


ol fixing the attention, and affecting the hearts of the congregation as more 
elaborate muſic, 


It is not bere meant to diſcourage country ng ngers in their practice of anthems, 
but to intreat them to be the inſtructors and leaders of the congregation in 
parochial pſalmedy: the miniſter would then, at their requeſt, ſometimes in- 

dulge them with ſinging an anthem in the part of the ſervice appointed for it, 
or after the ſermon; and it is earneſtly recommended to churchwardens, where 
there is no organiſt, to allow a qualified perſon a ſmall ſum for teaching 
by the ear the plain pſalm tunes, to ſuch young perſons and others of the pariſh 
as will attend one evening in the week for this purpoſe only.

The Verſion of Tate and Brady, uſed in this book, is generally allowed to 
be much ſuperior to that of Sternhold and Hopkins ; in whoſe Verſion there are 
numerous ſtanzas which give offence, and excite ridicule. It ſeems, indeed, 
to be the general wiſh that the Old Verſion ſhould be aboliſhed; and that the 
miniſters of country churches, where it is now moſt commonly uſed, would 
_ exert their influence for that purpoſe, 

The Lord Biſhop of London, in his Charge before mentioned, has recom- 
mended the uſe of a Selection of proper portions of pſalms from the new 
Verhon. 


Should the Selection here made be found worthy of general introduction 
into pariſh churches, (which the royal patronage, and the approbation of 
numbers of the clergy, allow ſome room to hope for) much trouble will be 
ſaved to the congregation in feeking out the different ſtanzas of a pſalm by 
the ſmall purchaſe of this ſelection, where only ſuch words are printed as are to 
be ſung.
